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The sole purpose of this informal working paper is to reflect in generally 
acceptable formulations the main trends which have emerged from the proposals; submitted 
either to the United Nations Sea-Bed Committee or to the Conference itself. 


The fact of including these formulations does not imply any opinion on the degree , 
of support they have commanded either in the preparatory stage or in the proceedings 
of the current session of the Conference. It does not imply either that all the 
proposals from which these formulations have been taken have been Jbhe subject of 
discussion. The inclusion of a provision in this r.ep'sr, whether or not only one formula 
^appears, does not necessarily imply that there are no other opinions concerning these 
questions or that all or most delegations agree on, the necessity for such a provision. 


All the proposals submitted to the United Nations Sea-Bed Committee and to the 
Conference are maintained and may be considered by this Committee at any time. Thus, 
the preparation of this document and its acceptance by the Committee as a working i)aper 
in no way signifies that these proposals have been withdrawn. There is no question of 
taking any decisions at the present stage, in accordance with the. method of work adopted 
by the Committee at its meeting on 3 July, once this task has been carried out, the item 
will be "frozen” and the Conrnittee will pass on to the next item. .1^0 decision has to be 
talon until all the closely interrelated items have beep thoroii^t^ discussed. 

Since the purpose of this paper is to focus the dlscussiad^ of each of the items on 
the fund uiental issues, leaving until later the consideratjrtSh of supplementa,ry rules and 
djrafting points, the paper does no« Include all the prop^als appearing in volume III 
of the report of the Sea-Bed Committee or all the variafnts, many of which reflect only 
drafting changes, appearing in volume IV of the saner' report. 

In submitting this paper the Bureau considers it necessary to stipulate that for 
purely methodological reasons, the position of those delegations for whom the concept 
of an exclusive economic zore would be subsumed in a territorial sea that could be 
extended up to 200 miles, is not reflected as a trend in this paper. 

With respect to items 6.0 (Prevention and control of pollution and other hazards 
to the marine environment) and 6.9 (Scientific research) it should be noted that there 
jaxe other proposals under consideration in the Third Committee.
